A MIGHTY RAILWAY, 


The average income of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway per week is $1,250,000. 
Out of this sum they have to pay sal- 
aries to 30,000, which mounts up ina 
year to $25,000,000. The president of the 
company has a salary of $50,000 a year, 
The coal bill for a year js $5,000,000, for 
two and a half million tons of coal. The 
number of cars possessed by the railway 
is 45,000; locomotives, 1,200; railway sta- 
tions, 1,400. Since 1900 the Canadian 
Pacific have doubled their earnings; the 
total for the last six months is $31,381,- 
977, an increase of $19,194,578 over the 
same period last year, 


AUSTRALIAN WHEAT CROP. 


The wheat crop of Victoria for this 
Season is estimated at 23,000,000 bushels, 
being an increase over last year's return 
of 1,456,850 bushels. The amount re- 
quired for home consumption is 6,500,- 
000, and for seed 1,900,000, leaving about 
14,000,000 bushels available for export, 
With present market prices at about 
32s. per quarler—equal to 4s. per bushel 
—3s, 6d. per bushel would be realized 
afler defraying freight, commission, and 
exchange, making the value of the wheat 
available for export £2,275,000.

A USEFUL INSTITUTION 


Great Work the Collego is Doing to Fit 
Boys and Girls for Life on 
the Farm. 


The College was established In 1874. 
Its objecls were twofold: First to train 
young men in the science and art of 
improved husbandry, and, second, to 
conduct experiments and publish the re- 
Sults. In 1875, the President sald in his 
first report: “It is evident to the most 
cursory observer that Canada depends, 
and will be obliged for many years to 
depend largely, if not exclusively, on her 
raw produce for her national wealth. 
And amongst the various forms of raw 
ruaterial none are so valuable as those 
included under the head of Agriculture 
Troduce. To the observant statesman 
it is plain that the readiest manner of 
increasing the national wealth is by in- 
creasing the quantity and quality of that 
produce. But though plainly seen, it is 
nol so easily accomplished. Precedent, 
Prejudice and general conservatism 
Stand in the way. Throughout the Pro- 
vince there is a powerful minority cf 
intelligent, enterprising and successful 
farmers pursuing the improved system 
of cultivation; yet the great majority are 
depending solely in increased acreage 
for increased returns." 

That was thirty. years ago, and the 
College, facing “these conditions, with 
{he opposition of the very class which 
il was intended to help, has grown 
Steadily in favor with the people, until 
now farmers themselves visit the Col- 
lege in June and December to the num- 
ber of nearly 40,000; and we had last 


year in attendance at the various College 
classes 


1,004 STUDENTS. 


More than 1,20 teachers visited the Col- 
lege and examined the workings of the 
different departments during the past 
lwo years, 

In the beginning students were paid 
lo attend the Institution, and there was 
Practically no revenue from the Colloge 
or farm. In 1905, we turned into the 
Provincial Treasury as revenue from the 
College and farm $64,568.20, The 
work of the different departments is as 
follows: 

(1) Field Agriculture. — Teaching of 
students and experimenting with fleld 
crops is the work of this department. 
In Mr. Zavitz's report of last year the 
following paraghaph appears under the 
head of “Barley”: “The results show 


that the Mandscheuri gave decidedely | 
the greatest yield per acre of the four) 


varieties for the whole period of fifteen 
years, and also for the last five years. 
The Mandscheuri gave an average cf 
9.2 bushels per acre per annum over the 
common six-rowed barley {n the aver- 
age results for fifteen years. The aver- 
age area devoted to barley-in Ontario 
from 1882 to 1904 is given as 633,290 
acres per annum. An increase of nine 
bushels of barley per acre throughout 
the province, would, therefore, amount 
(> an increase of over five million bush- 
els of barley In Ontario annually. This 
increase at fifty cents per bushel would 
amount to about two and a half million 
dollars. Two and a half million dollars 
annually would pay the running expen- 
ses of about thirty agricultural colleges 
like the one located at Guelph. The 
Mandscheurl barley was imported from 
Russia by the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege in the spring of 1889. Not only has 
it made a very excellent record at the 
College, but it has given high results in 
the co-operative experiments through- 
out Ontario and has been grown in gen- 
eral cultivation very successfullly during 
the past few years. In looking up the 
records of the Bureau of Industries, we 
find that the average yield of barley 
throughout the Province for the period 
f ten years from 1895 to 1904, inclusive, 
is 29.3 bushels per acre; while that for 
the period of ten~years from 1885 to

(6) Chemistry. — It was said a 
years ago that sugar beets could not 
be grown profitably in this Province. 
Our Department of Chemistry conduct- 
ed experiments in the different parts of 
Ontario, and analyzed the beets at dif- 
ferent stages of growth. It is now known 
that we can grow ns “ood beets as in 
any part of the world, and men are pul- 
ling their money into the building cf 
fugar beet factories.

(10) Poultry. — Chickens used to sell 
anywhere on the market from 20 to 30 
cents a piece. To-day they bring three 
times that amount, where they have 
been properly fed, killed and dressed. 
We have on trouble of disposing of gur 
poultry here at from 12 to 15 cents’ a 
pound dressed, and our students are 
taught how to breed and feed so as to 
obtain these results. We have four dif- 
ferent styles of poultry houses to test 
the effects of heat and cold on the egg- 
leying proclivities; hence we find that 
the coldest, and therefore the cheapest 
house, is the best, and that fresh air, is 
essential to good egg production. 

(11) Macdonald Institute. Three 
things are taught: Domestic science, 
manual training and nature study. in 
comestic science there were 360 girls 'n 
atlendance last year, each one being 
obliged to learn~ cooking, sewing and 
laundry work. In a Province where 
cyer 90 per cent of the women do their 
cwn housework, -what a blessing it 
would be if they were all properly train- 
ed for their daily duties.

The 
College, by careful selection and proper 
feeding, has built up a grade herd which 
im 1904, contained sixteen cows which 
fave more than 6,000 pounds each. 

(4) Horticulture. — Here we are some- 
what handicapped by severe climatic 
conditions. Being 900 fect above Lake 
Ontario, we cannot grow the more dell- 
cate fruits. Students are given instruc. 
tion in the wrowing of all kinds of fruit, 
vegelables, and flowers, and experiments 
fre conducted with the small fruits and 
with cover crops for the orchard. 

(5) Bacteriology Nitrogen is one of 
the principal needs of a plant. It is 
worth commercially about 20 cents a 
pound. The nir is 80 per cent. nitrogen, 
and yet plants cannot use it In the form 
in which ft appears in the atmosphere. 
Certain. bacteria, if Introduced Into the 
soil, will work on the roots of clover 
ond other leguminous plants, take the 
nitrogen from the atmosphere, and. con- 
vert {t into plant food. Oura bacterlo- 
logist propagates in his laboratory and 
supplies in small bottles millions of these 
nitrogen forming bacteria, which may 
be spread upon the seed before it ts 
sown, and thus introduce into the soll 
these nitrate-forming bacterla.

AND EXPERIMENTAL FARM, 


Great Work the Collego is Doing to Fit 
Boys and Girls for Life on 
the Farm. 


The College was established In 
Its objecls were twofold: 
young men in the science and art of 
improved husbandry, and, second, to 
conduct experiments and publish the re- 
sults. In 1875, the President sald in his 
first report: “It is evident to the most 
cursory observer that Canada depends, 
and will be obliged for many years to 
depend largely, if not exclusively, on her 
taw produce for her national wealth. 
And amongst the various forms of raw 
material none are so valuable as those 
included under the head of Agriculture 
Croduce. To the observant statesman 
it is plain that the readiest manner of 
increasing the national wealth is by in- 
creasing the quantity and quality of that 
produce, But though plainly seen, it is 
nol so easily accomplished. Precedent, 
prejudice and general conservatism 
Stand in the way. Throughout the Pro- 
vince there is a powerful minority cf 
intelligent, enterprising and successful 
farmers pursuing the improved system 
of cultivation; yet the great majority are 
depending solely in increased acreage 
for increased returns.” 

That was thirly years ago, and the 
College, facing these conditions, with 
(he apposition of the very class which 
il was intended to help, has grown 
steadily in favor with the people, until 
now farmers themselves visit the Col- 
lege in June and December to the num- 
ber of nearly 40,000; and we had last 
year in attendance at the various College 


classes 
1,004 STUDENTS. 


More than 1,20 teachers visited the Col 
lege and examined the workings of the 
different departments during the past 
lwo years. 

In the beginning students were paid 
lo attend the Institution, and there was 
Practically no revenue from the Colloge 
or farm. In 1905, we turned into the 
Provincial Treasury as revenue from the 
College and farm $61,568.20, The 
work of the different departments is as 
follows: 

(1) Field Agriculture. — Teaching of 
students and experimenting with fleld 
crops is the work of this department. 
In Mr, Zavitz's report of last year the 
following paraghaph appears lnder the 
head of “Barley”: “The results show 
that the Mandscheuri gave decidedely 
the greatest yield per acre of the four 
varieties for the whole period of fifteen 
years, and also for the last five years. 
The Mandscheuri gave an average cf 
9.2 bushels per acre per annum over the 
common six-rowed barley in the aver- 
age results for fifteen years. The aver- 
age area devoted to barley-in Ontario 
from 1882 to 1904 is given as 633,290 
acres per annum. An increase of nine 
bushels of barley per acre throughout 
the province, would, therefore, amount 
to an increase of oyer five million bush- 
els of barley in Ontario annually. This 
increase at fifty cents per bushel would 
amount to about two and a half million 
dollars, Two and a half million dollars 
annually would pay the running expen- 
ses of about thirty agricultural colleges 
like the one located at Guelph. The

Mandscheurl barley was imported from 
Russia by the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege in the spring of 1889. Not only has 
il made a very excellent record at the 
College, but it has given high results in 
the co-operative experiments through- 
out Ontario and has been grown in gen- 
eral cultivation very successfullly during 
the past few years. In looking up the 
records of the Bureau of Industries, we 
find that the average yield of barley 
(throughout the Province for the period 
of ten years from 1895 to 1904, inclusive, 
is 29.3 bushels per acre; while that for 
the, period of ten“years from 1885 to 
1894, inclusive, was 24.85 bushels per 
acre. This shows an ayerage annual in- 
crease of about 


434 BUSHELS PER ACRE. 


for the latter, as compared with the for- 
mer period of ten years. From these 
results does it noot appear as though 
fhe introduction of the Mandscheuri 
barley by the Ontarlo Agricultural Col- 
lege has been worth-to the Province of 
Ontario within the past ten years an an- 
nual money value equal to more than 
fifteen times the entire cost of the Col- 
lege?” Similar work is being done with 
wheat and oats and peas and rye and 
grasses and clover and roots. 


(2) Animal Husbandry. — Here stu- 


‘dents are taught the comparative value 


of the different breeds of domestic anl- 
mals, and as it 1s said that 90 per cent. 
of all the crops grown on the farms of 
Ontario is fed to live stock, it will be 
seen at a glance how important it is 
fo be able to tell a good feeder when 
one sees it. ! 

(3) Dairying. — The making of better 
butter and better cheese and the breed- 
Ing and feeding of better animals. The 
average cow in Ontario gives less than 
8,000 pounds of milk per year, The 
College, by careful selection and proper 
feeding, has built up o grade herd which 
in 1904, contained sixteen cows which 
gave more than 6,000 pounds each. 

(4) Horticulture. — Here we are some- 
what handicapped by severe climatic 
conditions. Being 900 feet above Lake 
Ontario, we cannot grow the more dell- 
cate fruits. Students are given instruc. 
tion in the wrowing of all kinds of fruit, 
vegetables, and flowers, and experiments 
fre conducted with the small fruits and 
with cover crops for the orchard, 

(5) Bacteriology. — Nitrogen is one of 
fhe principal needs of a plant. It Is 
worth commercially about 20 cenis a 
pound, The air is 80 per cent, nitrogen, 
and yet plants cannot use it In the form 
in which {t appears in the atmosphere. 
Certain, bacteria, if introduced Into the 
soil, will work on the roots of clover 
and other leguminous plants, take the 
nitrogen from the atmosphere, and. con- 
vert {t into plant food. Oura hbaoterlo- 
logist propagates in his laboratory and 
supplies in small bottles millions of these 
nitrogen forming bacteria, which may 
bu spread upon the seed before tt ts 
sown, and thus introduce into the soll 
these nitrate-forming bacteria, A crop 
of olover will leave In the soll in tho 
rcots alone about fifty pounds of nitro.

The following letter appeared in the 
Mail and Empire last week, and the 
writer, « gentlemen of considerable 
municipal experience in North Hast- 
ings, asks THe Review to publish it 
also :— } 


To the Editor of the Mail and Empire : 


Sir,—I seo in your issue of the 2th of Febru- 
ary that a large deputation waited on the Gov- 
ernmont re the change in our County Councils 
system. Many persons not acquainted with 
municipal matters would think that this depu- 
tation expressed the yiews of the whole pro- 
vince, and that the people wero all satisfied 
with the present Act because they say that we 
approye of it. Thoy must have forgotten that 
there was a large number of resolutions passed 
by the minor municipalities in 1904, which were 
infavor of achange by 4 large majority, or did 
they think that said resolutions would have no 
weight or effect on the preaent Government, as 
they had none on the late Goyernment? Now 
we havo had ton years of the present system of 
County Councils, and I do claim that thore 
never was any Act passed and placed in the 
statutes of Ontario that did more to deteriorato 
Municipal Councils than the present Act, Under 
the old system the people brought out their 
very best business men in the municipality for 
the Reeveshio, and there was quite a rivalry 
among them,too.

TIMEVES CHASED IN MOTOR CAR. 


Goods to the Amount of $100,000 Were 


Stolen by Daring Robbers. 

The Paris police have succeeded in 
arresting a gang of 35 thieves, whose 
exploits were of a most audacious char- 
acter. They were captained by an ex- 
member of the Paris police, a man 
named Arnaud. 

One of the methods adopted by the 
thieves was to steal goods by means of 
on imitation railway goods van. The 
van, in charge of lwo or three of the 
men, would call at large* warehouses 
from which goods were likely to be sent 
by rail. They colleeted the parcels, rn- 
tered them up in a dummy receipt bool, 
and drove off, In this way over $100,- 
000 worth of goods have been stolen 
since the beginning of the year,

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IN EUROPE 


Sheep are raised in all parts of Eng- 
land regardless of the quality or rent of 
the land and the greatest part of the [eed 
used Is produced on the farms. In the 
southern and central parts of the coun- 
try more use is made of pasture and 
forage crops for fall and winter grazing 
than is possible in northern England, 
where feeding must be done under coy- 
er. 

Sheep, either as a specilly or as an 
important adjunct of the regular farm- 
ing operations, are raised in all paris 
of Scotland. n the farming country 
where the rent values are from five doli- 
Jars per acre sheep are considered  in- 
dispensable, as they not only generally 
give hansome returns in mutton and 
wool for the feed consumed and the labor 
expended, but they also inorease the fer- 
tility of the soil. The Scotch farmer 
values sheep very highly as a soil im- 
prover, Although use of commercial 
fertilizers is very general in all parts 
of the country, the farmer who takes 
possession of u wornout farm invariably 
resorts to sheep feeding as the surest 
ana quickest method of enriching his 


lund. On The 42! and mountain land 
Sheep are grown in targe numbers. 
With high and well drained land the 


conditions in Scotland are well-suited 
fo the production of sheep, as many 
parasitic troubles which so often cause 
heavy losses among the flocks of Eng- 
land are almost unknown in Scotland. 
The climatic conditions are favorable 
to this growing of rools, especially tur- 
nips which form the basis of practical- 
ly al sheep feeding. The fall and win- 
fer months are generally open and per- 
mit the grazing of the turnip crop, eli- 
minating a great deal of labor in har- 
vesting and savitg the labor of hand- 
ling the manure, . 

Sheep folded on turnips are always 
fed from one-half to one and a quarter 
pounds each day of grain and cake, this 
feeding being relied upon to enrich the 
manure. The influence of sheep hus- 
bandry on the fertility of the soil ts gen- 
erally recognized as of sufficient value 
toy compensate for the labor expended 
and for one-third of the total cost of the 
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tile a farmer who is giving up a farm 
to reimbursement for one-third of the 
fotal cost of all cake fed on turnip 
ground during the year. The influence 
of sheep feeding on the soil is so great 
that many farmers claim that they can- 
not afford to be without sheep, even if 
they were to lose money on the mutton 
and wool produced. Two or three old 
wethers are considered the most valu- 
able and in lambs ewes the least yalu- 
able to improved soil fertility. 

The tendency now is to use younger 
sheep in feeding than in former years. 
The lambs grown on the arable farms 
fre nearly all marketea under one year 
of age, While in former years they were 
fattened as yearlings and two year olds, 
The hill and mountain sheep are also 
finding an easier market. The change 
in the age of feeding sheep was brought 
shout by the demand of the retail deal- 
ers’ far smaller carcasses to supply 
smaller “cuts Furthermore, mutton 
from young sheep ‘c&m be sold at once, 
as it does not require séveral weeks io 
ripen, as in the case of that from two 
and three year old wethers. 

In practically all European countriés 
considerable attention is given: to the 
production of hogs. As a rule farmers 
are not engaged in the industry as a 
specially. The prevailing custom is for 
each farmer to rear enough pigs to uti- 
lize the waste of the farm, but where 
aairy farming is followed as the chief 
ccupation pigs are reared and fed in 
considerable numbers as an auxiliary 
industry.

OIL FOR STORMY SEAS. 


Oil for quieting the sea has Keen in 
use for many years, but a novel means 
of applying the oil has been devised b: 
Vice-Admiral Guimares, of the Brazilian 
navy, who has made a “bottle gun” for 
the purpose of doing this work. In case 
of a very turbulent sea, the gun is load- 
ed with a boltle containing sawdust 
soaked with oil. The discharge of tho 
Weapon ‘breaks the bottle into innum- 
erable pieces, the contents are scattered 
over the surface of the sea for some con- 
siderable distance, and the effect on the 
troubled walter is at once noliceable. If 
this operation is followed at intervals of 
five minutes and the missile shot ahead 
of the boat, a peaceful path is prepared 
for the craft; and if she is at anchor or 
lying-to, one round every twenty min: 
utes is said to be ample.

JUDGING BEEF CATTLE. 


Each of the seemingly useles points 
considered by an expert in judging vat- 
le, means something of importance to 
breeder, feeder or butcher, Here are 
some of them: 

The eye proclaims the disposition— 
ten well, or sluggish and a poor feed- 
er, or dull from poor digestion or bad 
circulation; or kindly dispose and mor- 
ally alert, and still quiet. 

The nose tells much regarding 
breathing machinery and 
quent vigor, 

The carriage of the head and ears also 
adds its story to ‘the disposilion, stam- 
ina and health, 

The bone is judged 
tead, hoofs, horns, legs and tail; and to 
animal's bone determines the quality of 
the meat it carries, as well as several 
cther things. 

The chest is very important as show- 
ing the Jung capacity. It also fixes the 
spring of the shoulders and fore ribs and 
the space allotted to the vilal organs. 

Hips should be broad and level with 
the back, insuring good spread of hin- 
der ribs. 

Barrel broad and round, a good bread- 
basket meaning good feeding capacity. 

Touch elastic and mellow; an indica- 
tion of the quality of meat. 

Hair and skin tell much as to texture; 
also as to health of animal, 

Crest, breadth and carriage of head 
are valuable Indications of the mascu- 
line vigor of the bull. 

Full thighs, loins and ‘crops are na- 
turally favored by the butcher as the 
points where high-priced meats Ie. 

These are a few of the points noted 
In the judging of beef eattle, and the 
reason for their being counted import- 
ant, Of course the dairy breeds have 
additional characteristics of their own.

There were three complaints for il- 
legal fishing in Moira Lake, against 
Morvice Vollick and sons, Dayid Gon- 
yer and Milford Thompson. Eyidence 
was given by Charles St. Charles, 
Kishery Overseer,and others. D. Hen- 
derson, by consent of the Magistrate, 
appeared for Vollick and Thompson.

Murdered at Belleville. 


Husband Attacks and Beats His Wife 
to Death with Fists. 


Belleville has been greatly excited 
during the past week oyer the terribly 
shocking and brutal murder phich 
took place on Wednesday last, about 
a mile from the outskirts of the city, 
north-east of the Grand Trunk station. 

The yictim was Mrs.Frederick Kling- 
beil, wife of Frederick Klingbeil, a 
well-known German citizen who bas 
resided in this yicinity for many 
yeurs. The perpetrator was the hus- 
band of the murdered woman and the 
means used was his fists, so he claims, 
and this is borne out by the fact that 
no club or other instrument was found 
which disclosed any signs of baying 
been used, . =a 

The old couple resided alone on a 100 
acre farm situated in a lonely locality, 
there being no neighbors for nearly a 
mile. It is said that they had been 
quarrelling on and off now for the past 
few years. It was over the quarrel- 
some nature of the father that the 
son left home, so those who are in a 
position to know say. Mrs. Klingbeil 
is 70 years of age while the murderer 
is also 70. 

Coroner Yeomans was notified and 
he was soon on the scene and did all 
possible for the woman, but, despite 
all help, she never regained conscious- 
ness and passed away shortly before 
eight o'clock next morning. Her 
daughter, Mrs. Mack Dulmage, of 
Belleyille, was present when her 
mother passed away. 

The murdered woman presented a 
sickening sight. Her head and face 
were practically pounded to jelly, 
showing with what brutal force she 
must have been struck, She was 
covered with blood and did not look 
like a human being. Both eyes were 
closed, her nose was broken and her 
body, from the top of her head to her 
waist, was amass of black and blue 
flesh. 

Klingbeil was arrested by County 
Constable Duffin, and placed in the 
cells in Belleville. On the charge of 
wilful murder he had preliminary trial 
before the Police Magistrate, and 
after several adjournments to obtain 
all the information possible, was on 
Tuesday committed to stand his trial 
at the spring assizes, which will open 
on March 27th, 


Belleville Man Arrested—Alleged That 
he Assaulted Wife. 


Belleyille, March 12,.—Alexander 
Patterson, a well-known Cafter of 
this city, was this afternoon arrested 
on a warrant, which charges that he 
attempted to murder his wife on 
Saturday by choking and_ hitting her, 
and threatened her life so that she 
was compelled to seek shelter with 
relatives. The accused will be brought 
np to-morrow morning before the 
police magistrate fora hearing. The 
parties ave middle-aged, and haye re- 
sided in this city nearly all their lives. 
Police Magistrate Flint, vefnsed to 
accept bail, and accused was remanded 
to jail.

The Tioga Argus of March 9th gives 
the following account of the death of 
an old resident of Madoc of over 70 
years ago, and well-known to mapy 
citizens of the present day :— 


At 10 o'clock last Friday morning, 
March 2nd, Tioga lost one of her fore- 
most citizens by the passing away of 
Philo Olmstead Tuller. 

Mr, Tuller was born in Butler, 
Wayne Co., N.Y., October 26, 1826. 
In the year 1887 he accompanied his 
father and the family to Madoc, 
Ontario, Canada, where he remained 
for years, then returned to Northern 
New York for a time, and thence to 
Tioga in 1851, where he was engaged 
in the cabinet-making business until 
the early sixties. In the year of 1862 
he entered the government seryice 
and remained until the close of the 
war, when he returned to Tioga and 
embarked in the drug business, which 
he carried on in a yery  successtul 
manner until April 1, 1905, when he 
was obliged to retire on account of 
falling health. 

Mr. Tuller was one of the petitioners 
for the incorporation of Tioga Boro 
and had repeatedly been elected to 
the yarious offices of trust by the 
yotes of her citizens. In the year 1868 
he was appointed postmaster, and 
held that office for seventeen years 
with great credit to himself and satis- 
faction to the people.

Instructions For Cheese Factories 
and Creameries. 


The Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture andthe Dairymens’ Association 
are again co-operating in furnishing 
instructors to yisit factories and 
creameries periodically throughout the 
season from May till October inclusiye, 
for the purpose of assisting makers 
in improying their methods, giying 
advice, aS to equipment, drainage, 
ventilation, ete, The Department re- 
quires that each factory receiving in- 
struction pay $15.00 for the season. 
This amount represents about half the 
actual cost to the Department. 

The instructors in addition to giv- 
ing instruction to the makers will de- 
yote some attention to giving adyice 
to farmers as to the best method of 
cooling and taking care of their milk. 
Each Instructor will be supplied with 
leaflets giving the most approved 
methods of caring for milk and will 
have pleasure in ying one with 
each producer as vy ed, and a few 
extra copies will be supplied to each 
maker, 

Those desiring instruction should 
make application to G. G, Publow, 
Chief Instructor for Eastern Ontario, 
Kingston, at an earvly}date in order 
that the work for the season may be 
well planned.

Africa's Deadly Plague Described by 


Professor Koch. 


A Berlin, Germany, despatch says: 
Professor Robert Koch lectured on Wed- 
nesday on the “sleeping sickness,” which 
he investigated for several months in 
Equatorial Africa during the year 1905. 
Emperor William and a distinguished 
company were present. 

‘The malady, said the professor, had 
been known on ‘the West Coast of 
Africa since the beginning of the last 
ecnturty, and it had spread to the north 
shore of the Victoria Nyanza and 
threatened German Africa, Probably 
two hundred thousand persons had died 
from the disease, He had found whole 
villages on the shores of Victoria 
Nyanza to be emply and the populations 
of sore groups of islands had died to

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New County Council Act 
“5 Will Increase Number. 


Unit of Representation One Member 


to Every 1000 Names on 
Voters’ List. 


In the Legislature on Monday an 
important measure was introduced, 
—the new County Councils bill. 
Hon. Mr. Monteith explained the 
leading features of the new act. It 
provides that each municipality 
shall have a representative in the 
county council. It is also proposed 
that the unit of representation shall 
be 1000, and while there would be 
an increase in the number of coun- 
cillorsit would not be great. Under 


the present system there are 510 
councillors ; this number will be in- 
creased to 815. In towns the num- 
ber of councillors wouid not be in- 
creased. 

The new act, if passed, will go 
into effect in 1907, County Coun- 
cils will be constituted as follows : 
Eyery town not separated from the 


county for municipal purposes, and|’ 


eyery township and village shall 
berepresented by the reeve, and,in 
addition, by deputy reeyes, as fol- 
lows: If over 1000, and not more 
than 2000, persons on the yoters’ 
list, one deputy reeye; 2000 to 3000 
names, two deputy reeves; over 
3000 names, three deputy reeves. 
The rumber of councillors to be de- 
creased by the number of deputy 
reeves elected, but this provision 
shall not apply to towns or villages. 
Reeves and deputy reeves to be 
elected by general yote. In the 
election of warden, if there be a tie, 
the reeve or, in his absence, the de- 
puty reeve of the municipality hav- 
ing the greatest assessment shall 
have a double vote. 


—Tne ‘Voronto News describes 
Major Rathbun, M,P.P., East Hast- 
ings, as “the man of the 
lonely furrow.” Mr, Rathbun has 
80 far refused to identity himself 
with either political party, which 
he thinks is the only safe and 
proper course to take, 

At the general election, Major 
Rathbun ran as an Independent 
candidate, He was pitted against 
a straight Conseryatiye, and his 
candidature was accordingly en- 
dorsed by the Liberals, He took 
the ground at that time, it is stated, 
that he would give an independent 
support to the Government elected, 
be it Conservative or Liberal, so far 
a3 its policy appealed to his 
judgment, =|

Mine Horror in France ; 
Eleven Hundred are Dead. 


A Mining Catastrophe of Incalculable 
Horror at Lens. 

Paris, March 10.—A_ mining 
catastrophe of incalculable horror 
and magnitude has stricken the 
great coal centre of Northern 
Trance. An explosion of fire damp 
at 7 o'clock this morning carried 
death and destruction throughout 
the network of coal mines centred 
at Courrieres, and fire followed the 
explosion, making rescues difficult 
and almostimpossible. The intense 
excitement and confusion in the 
yicinity preyented early estimates 
of the exact loss of life, but a de- 
spateh received here at 4.35 p.m., 
gave 1,404 miners entombed, and 
probably lost. At 8.45 o’clock this 
eyening a brief despatch from Lille 
announced the awful total of 1,193 
dead. ‘ 

All France has been profoundly 
shocked by the magnitude of the 
disaster, which is said to be the 
greatest in the history of continental 
mining.

Deportation of U. S. Silver. 


Under the authority of an act pass- 
ed at last session of the Dominion 
Parliament, and by arrangement with 
the Finance Department, the banks 
of Oanuda are now engaged in an 
effort to get rid of the vast quantity 
of U.S. silver now circulating through- 
out the country. The cost of the 
transportation will be borno by the 
Government, and they will also allow 
the banks three-eighths of one per 
cent. for their trouble. Tt is estimated 
that there is about $800,000 of U. S. 
silyer in circulation in Canada, and if 
this is replaced by Canadian silver the 
Goyernment will make a pyofit of 
over $400,000, there being that differ- 
ence between the price of silver bul- 
lion and the face yalue of coined 
silver,

The Book of Proverbs.—The book 0f 
Proverbs belongs to a class of biblica 
writings known as “Wisdom Literalure.” 
Il is a compilation of wise sayings gath- 
ered from different sources, and falls 
naturally into a number of separate 
parts clearly distinguished from each 
other, and partially marked off by spe- 
cial titles. Thus that portion of the book 
included in 10, 1 to 22. 16, and which, in 
fact, forms the kernel of the whole book, 
is clearly designated as consisting of 
the proverbs of Solomon, while the por- 
tion included in 22. 17 to 24. 34 is desig- 
nated “Words of the Wise.” Chapters 
25-29, however, are introduced by the 
words, “hese also are proyerbs of.Sol- 
omon, which the men of Hezekiah kmy 
of Judah collected.” Chapter 30 is en- 
tilled “Words of Agur.” Chapler 31. 1-9 
contains exhortations to Lemuel king ot! 
Massa; chapter 31. 10-31 contains an 


alphabetical poem standing by itself, 
with apparently lille connection with 


what precedes. 

In 1 Kings 4. 32 we are told concérn- 
ing Solomon that “he spake three thou- 
sand proverbs.” Many of these have 
been preserved to us, aS we have indi- 
cated above, in our canonical book .f 
Proverbs, scveral subdivisions of which 
bear the title “Proverbs of Solomon.’ 
Our Temperance Lesson for to-day is 
taken from a collection of maxims of 
warning entitled “Words a the Wise.” 


Verse 29. Who hath woe?—The word 
translated “woe” in our Bibles in we 
Hebrew is simply an interjection or ex- 
elamation of distress, We might trans- 
Tate it simply 0. The Hebrew idiom 
reads literally To whom 0? That is, to 
whom is there cause for exclaiming ‘n 
distress? 

Who hath sorrow?—Hebrew literally— 
to whom alas? the word translated sor- 
row being. again simply an interjection 


‘ though not the same interjection as in 


the preceding sentence, 


the Revised Version Is, however, to be 
preferred, and is in harmony with the 
wording of Song of Sol. 7. 9, “And thy 
mouth like the best wine, that goeth 
down smoothly,” or, as in the Author-

(inarginal reading, “straightty”),

Will, itis Said, be Among the Most 

Important Ever Held 
Belleville. 


In 


The coming assizes, which open in 
Belleville on the 27th, will be most 
important and interesting. It is said 
that three murder cases may be on the 
docket. It will be remeinbered that 
atthe last Assizes, the Grand Jury 


Mrs. Susan Diamond, charged with 
poisoning her daughter-in-law. De- 
tective Murray, who had prepared the 
case, made no secret of his chagrin at 
the action of the Grand Jury, as he 
believed there was a strong case 
against the prisoner. Itis said that 
Mrs. Diamond may be again indicted 
at the coming Assizes, 

Adam Lloyd, charged with the 
murder of his wife, is also booked for 
trial at this Assizes. It will be re- 
membered that Mrs. Lloyd was found 
dead in a rocking chair, with her 
clothing partially burned. She had a 
wound on the head and bad burns 
about the body. It was surmised 
that some inflammable substance had 
been poured on the woman's clothing 
and set fire to. ,The old couple lived 
together, and, as nobody else was 
present, suspicion fell on the husband, 
Adam Lloyd. When the Grand Jury 
brought in ‘no bill” against Mrs. 
Diamond, it was said that the 
authorities vefused to submit the 
Lloyd case to them. At all events 
the Lloyd case was trayersed to the 
next Assizes, 

The other murder case is that of 
Ferdinand Klingbeil, the awful cir- 
cumstauces of which ave still fresh in 
public recollection. It is said that a 
ocal clergyman recently yisited the 
aged prisoner and found him deeply 
contrite for his misdeeds,

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About the Farm 
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SEED -. TING, 


In preparation for spring field and 
garden work a very important prelimi- 
nary process is but too often neglected, 
that of testing the vitality and purity of | 
the seeds to be planted. Whether these 
are home-grown or procured from seed 
dealers the omission of examination for 
any considerable proportion of weed 
seed and for ascertaining the viability of 
the germs is in many cases attended 
with disastrous consequences. 

It is very important that first plant- 
ings should grow. The value of the time 
and labor given to replanting subtracts 
that much from the assets of the crop 
and the delay of the latter in getling u 
reasonable start not infrequently pre- 
vents its best development. Consequent- 
ly when the land has been properly fer- 
tilized and worked the seed committed 
aaa should always be the best procur- 
able, 

For fleld crops the majority of farmers 
use seed from their own granaries or

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from those of neighbors. This needs 
selection and often special winnowing 
to get rid of smaller or larger seeds of 
undesirable plants, and especially of 
kinds blackened or swollen with ergot 
growth, 

Perfect seed corn is most easily at- 
tained and should always be purchased 
in the ear, and if nossible shelled by 
hand, so that off-color grains and those 
from the tip and base may be discarded. 

Grass, clover and the smaller garden 
seeds, unless procured under guarantee 
from the most reliable dealers, require 
close scrutiny to prevent meadow, pas- 
ture and garden being contaminated with 
seeds of sorrel, dock, amaranth, Russian 
thistle, mustard and wild carrot. 


scattered over a sheet of white paper 
and examined under a strong light will 
reveal even to the naked eye any adul- 
terant that may be mingled with it. If 
the latter be found in any considerable 
numbers the seed should be rejected and 
destroyed unless il can be separated 
from the deleterious forms. 

To ascertain the proportion of seeds 
that will germinate in a given quantily 
is of almost equal importance with pre- 
cautions for securing their purity. Un- 
reliable seedsmen may attempt to palm 
off their old stock with thal which is 
fresh, and while many of the grains, 
grasses, legumes and garden seeds will 
retain their viability from two to several 
years, under favorable conditions, a 
large proportion do not, and where old 
seeds is mingled wilh the new a poor 
stand is the result. 

To test the proportion of vigorous 
germs in o package of seed, place a cer- 
tain number or quantily between two 
thick sheels of blotting paper or of cot- 
ton wadding;thoroughly moistened, and 
inclose these between panes of glass or 
plates of zinc to retain the moisture and 
keep at a temperature of from 60 de- 
grees to 80 degrees. 

Almost all seeds respond more quickly 
to a high than a low temperature, but 
those of wheat, rye and oals germinate

best In a temperature below rather than 
above 60 degrees Fahrenheit. Growth 
will take place in periods varying from 
twenty-four hours to ten or twelve days 
—tobacco, cucumbers and melons being 
the slowest to start. Of course, the sow- 
ing or planting should be thin or thick, 
according to the number of vital seeds in 
the tested sample.

SHEDS FOR IMPLEMENTS. 


Of the things a successful” farmer 
should consider, the question of a tool 
shed is one of the most important. 

The president of one of the largest 
harvester manufacturing companies told 
me that more farm machines and imple- 
ments were made unfit for use by rot- 
ting and rusting than were worn out. 
I believe his statements. 

This means that al least half of the 
millions and millions of dollavs' worth 
of farm machinery, made and sold to 
farmers, are lost by the neglect and care- 
lessness of the owners, inslead of by 
legitimate ‘wear. 

I am sure that a large part of this loss 
con be avoided. And the subject is an 
important one. Speaking as a farmer 
myself and conscious of the vast num- 
ber of legitimate calls on me for money, 
I know I cannot afford to throw away 
half the value of my tools and imple- 
ments, and I do try not to do it, al- 
though I confess that it is about impos- 
sible to provide against every lillle thing 
that may cause loss. 

The chief loss, however, that is the ex- 
posure of implements to the weather, 
can be avoided. I do it, as a great many 
others do, by providing a good, tight 
tool shed. Mine is built on the south 
side of my horse barns. The latter is 
fifty-one feet long and the inside is di- 
vided into two box stalls,

side this shed is built and under it we

A 
clipped horse dries out rapidly after a 
hard day's work ,and will rest comfort- 
ably and be refreshed for the work the 
following day. An unclipped herse is 
liable to catch the heayes, pneumonia 
and all sorts of colds, rheumatism, ete. 
More especially is this so in the early 
spring when his hair is long and he is 
“soft.” If worked hard he will per- 
spire freely and the moisture will be 
held by his long hair, and the food 
that should go to nourish him will be 
used to replenish the heat that is being 
constantly taken from his body by the 
mass of cold wet hair. If clipped, the 
perspiration will evaporate almost as 
soon as secreted, and when put in the 
stable he rests comfortably and his 
food does him good. » 

Some years ago a Buifalo street car 
company tested the value of clipping in 
the following manner: They owned 
500 horses and 250 of these were clipped 
early in the spring and 250 were not 
clipped. A careful record was kept of 
results, and it was found that of the 
250 unclipved horses 158 were afilicted 
with coughs and pneumonia. while of 
the 250 clipped not one cuse of sickness 
was reported,

ARSENIC PRICE SOARS, 


The great increase in the price of ar- 
senic, which is now $180 per ton, 
against half that amount a year ago, 
has caused the owners of the Deloro 
mine to commence preparations, it is 
reported, for reopening their mine. 
Other owners of mispickel deposits 


“There is one little bit of land, less 
than an acre in the diyision, namely, 
the Smith & Lacey mica mine, near 
Sydenham, which has produced more 
than any other equal area in Canada 
—Cobualt included, Its product has 
exceeded $2,000,000, and it is still t 
ing operated successfully, as the prices 
of mica are high just now.” 

Such were the startling statements 
made to your correspondent by a 
gentleman who is engaged in mining 
in the district, who bad a long and 
intimate practical acquaintance with 
the mining industry in this section, 
and whose scientific knowledge of the 
subject is beyond question. Such ex- 
pressions from a fless authoritatiye 
source would not have been deemed 
worthy of notice, 

The same gentleman also stated that 
during the past winter there had been 
more men employed in the mines of 
North Hastings than ever before, and 
that the industry was likely to show 
great development. 


A NEW COPPER SMELTER, 


One of the most important deyelop- 
ments will be the erection of a smelter 
at the Eldorado copper mine. This 
has been determined upon by the 
lessees, the Medina Gold Company, 
after a thorough test of the ore, two 
cars of which assayed better than ten 
per cent., and a careful examination 
of the yein, on which sinking has been 
done to the depth of 160 feet. The 
vein was somewhat elusiye at first, 
but its course was ascertained by 
drifting, and it now has a clearly de- 
fined width of over sixteen feet, The 
effect of the installation of the smelt- 
ing plant in this mine will be to ren- 
der it possible to profitably work a 
number ‘of small copper deposits 
nearby which haye lain idle for lack 
of acey facilities. The one will be re- 
duced to slag, in which form it will be 
sent tothe United States and there 
refined. The discoyery of this de- 
posit, under similar conditions to 
those which obtain in Colorado, 
namely, beneath hematite iron ore, 
leads to the beliet that farther import- 
ant finds will be made, as there are 
many hematite deposits in that 
vicinity. i 

TO MAKE SULPHURIC ACID, 


Another important branch of in- 
dustry in North Hastings is the min- 
ing of iron pyrites, which material is 
forwarded to Buffalo and there manu- 
factured into sulphuric acid of a 
quality much superior to that obtained 
from the volcanic sulphur of Strom- 
boli, Italy, and elsewhere. _A com- 

any who are operating at Capelton, 
Buskes: are mining extensively at 
Bogart, in Hungerford township, and 
at Bannockburn, in the township of 
Madoc, and talk of erecting extensive 
works at Tweed, A mine near 
Queensboro is also being worked. 
There ought to be money in this busi- 
ness, as it is stated that sulphuric acid, 
which is laid down in Belleville at $42 
per ton, ought not to cost more than 
$26 per ton. Itis reported that a 
German company with large fe te 
and ample experience will establish 
works at or near Eldorado this 
season, 

Some two or three of the gold mines 
are being worked, but not, so far as 
can be learned, on a large scale. 


SODALITE PROMISES WELL, 


The sodalite mine, near Bancroft, 
promises great things. A car of the 
mineral was some months ago shipped 
to England and netted $30,000. Mach- 
inery for polishing the product of the 
mine will be introduced as soon as 
possible, 

‘The corundum industry is booming. 
The Canada Corundum Oompany are 
employing about 400 men, and the out- 
put of their mill is fourteen tons per 
day. The Burgess mine, in Carlow 
township, is also making a fine show- 
ing. The Ashland Emery & Corun- 
dum Company, who are the owners, 
haye built a large mill, in which they 
will shortly place $20,000 worth of 
new machinery from England, There 
are about torty men employed at pre- 
sent, and this force will be largely 
added to shortly. 

Quarvies of granite and marble of 
fine quality are being opened near 
Bancroft. 

The Hollandia lead mine has been 
steadily worked, with good results, 
and the tale mine at Moira Lake will 
be operated when milder weather sets 
in. 

An important discovery of silver in 
Belmont township, near Havelock, is 
reported, but particulars cannot be 
learned, The discovery is not unex-| 
pected, as it bas long been believed 
that silver existed in that viciniby. 

All in all, the mining industry in 
this district has never been more pros- 
perous than it now is, nor has it for 
many years looked more promising. 

A gold mine on the farin of Mr, Jno. 
Rhodes, in the 4th concession of Mlze- 
vir, is being operated by parties from} 
Bulfalo and is of great promise. The

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Four things are necessary to insure 
fair growth and good condition in young 
cattle during the winter, writes Mr, 
ohn Begg. These are all within the 
power and reach of ry one to obtain 
if he so desires, First, shelter, Since 
our timber has been taken away live 
stock cannot be left out in open lots as 
In former years without suffering sert- 
cus loss and discomfort. Where the 
owner has not sufficient barn room and 
fe not able to build it. good shelter can 
be had by making straw sheds for thom 
with but trifling exp a, Or, in the ab- 
sence of straw, warm sheds may be 
made by using fodder for sides and 
roof and this can be fed ip late spring 
where the danger of cold rain or snows 
is past. At any rate, sheds can, and 
should be provided for them so they 
may have protection in bad weather, 

Then they should have plenty of pure, 
clean water, Many farmers entertain 
the idea that stock cattle will not drini 
much {in cold weather, This is a mis- 
fake. They are cating dry fodder, hay 
or straw, as tho case may be, and they 
must have plenty of water to assist na- 
{ure in dissolving these dry foods. And 
they should have it. at will. By this 
means they will not be so likely tov fill 
{themselves full of cold water sufficient- 
lv so to chill their entire system and 
make what should be a source of com- 
fort to them a source of discomfort, 
They should also be fed plenty of forage 
either fodder or hay, clover or mixed 
preferred, and straw about all they will 
consume, with a small ration of grain 
once or {twice a day. 

This grain may be fed in the shape 
of corn in the shock if any is grown 
on the farm small enough that they can 
readily masticate it, if not larger corn 
may be husked and chopped into small 
pieces with halchet of corn knife so 
that the yearling steer can readily take 
bold of and eat it. Some farmers shell 
corn, others prefer grinding corn, cob 
find all and feeding in that way. This 
latter’ method requires more careful 
equipment and- greater care in feeding 
than either of the two other methods 
For calves, however, we prefer shelling 
corn, and mixing one part oats to two 
parts corn. The young animal will do 
better and make better growth with 
part ration of oats than where corn 
alone is fed. There is more protein in 
oats and the growing animal needs 
more Of that. However, if clover hay 
is-used, the protein in that will even up 
the corn and fodder and make better 
rations, 

My son is feeding at this time .ten 
head of nice 800-pound yearlings in this 
way, giving them a small ration of 
shock corn morning and evening with 
fodder all they want and clover hay oc- 
casionally. They also have all the straw 
they desire. Their corn ration consists 
of about one bushel a day to the head. 
This would give each only about 5% 
pounds shelled corn a day in addition to 
the rough feed they get. The gain is 
not large nor would we expect it to be, 
but their condition is good, they are do- 
ing well and making fair growth. About 
April 1, the grain ration for these cattle 
will be increased, probably doubled, and 
by the time grass comes they will be in 
fine condition to grow and take on flesh 
during the spring and summer months. 

When this method of disposing of the 
forage crops of the farms is practised 
ali rough feeds, such as fodder, hay and 
straw, is worked up into manure and 
pul back upon the land from whence it 
came. And we believe that young cat- 
tle, sheep or colts carried through the 
winter on rough feeds mainly, do not 
pay large profits for feeding, yet the in- 
cidental profits coming from the business 
in increased fertility and consequently 
larger yields of other crops, makes the 
feeding of forage consuming animals cn 
the farms almost a necessity rather than 
a choice, And in these days of close 
compelition and small profits in busi- 
ness farmers are compelled fo practise 
such methods as will give them maxl- 
mum. results at minimutn cost of pro- 
ducing them. 


FEEDING HORSES FOR PROFIT. 


It is a singular fact that exact data 
regarding the best method of feeding 
horser is far less common than for 
feeding ‘other classes of live stock. From 
one point of view this is not surprising, 
sinee, the horse is used mainly for work 
ov fleasure, while cows, beef, cattle 
sheep, hogs or poultry are fed for their 
products, ‘Therefore, it is relatively 
much easier to. determine the effect of 
various rations upon other stock than 
upon ho: F 

If a horse keeps in ordinarily good con- 
dition, the feeder is apt to conclude 
that his feed is all right in every respect, 
that it is best to lenve well enough alone, 
It may be, however, that such a feed 
cost from 25 to 50 per cent, more than 
would a different ration that might give 
as good or better results, 

The above conditions partly explain 
why thero are so few mixed feeds on 
the market that are particularly design- 

»s. One of the best of these 
feeds, » merit has been thoroughly 
domonstrated by careful use, contains a 
liberal. proportion of barley, Tho eco- 
nomy of this feed is evidently due in 
part to the barley it contains, 

Moreover, the barley being finely 
ground, and also the corn and’ oats in 
the feed being ground wilh equal fine- 
noss, m 3; a mixture each particle of 
which is small and so broken up that 
{he whole can be thoroughly digested, 
Vhis is an extremely important point in 
feading horse as everyone who keeps 
horses realizes that a considerable part 
of whatever whole grain {Is fed is evacu- 
aled in an undigested condition. This 
serious waste seems to be largely pre- 
vented by the use of a properly balanced 
vatton of finely ground grains, 

The horse naturally consumes hay or

coarse fodder to furnish the roughage 
required for tho best operation of the 
horse's digestive apparatus, It ts not 
necessary, therefore, to feed whole grain 
when hay or straw fs used, either whole 
or cut. Tho fact that an Increasing 
number of farmers and horse breeders 
are proving the truth of the abovo stato-

Provincial districts, tavern $120; 
shop $500.

CREWLESS TORPEDO BOATS, 
Boat Is Worked From Shore by Mys- 
terious Invention. 


An engine of death, the wireless tor- 
pedo boat, which will in all probability 
revolutionize the navies of the world 
and make the extended coast line of the 
United States impregnable from attack 
by a foreign foe in time of war is the 
invention of Mr. Charles E. Alden, the 
well-known New York sculptor, but who 
iz now experimenting at his summer 
home at Cottage Cily, on the island of 
Martha's Vineyard. N. J. 

A boat without a crew, handled from 
the shore by a mysterious apparatus, 
the work of the inventor, and doing ev- 
erything that the latest improved type| 
of torpedo boat is capable of as far as 
the eye can see from shoréy has been 
successfully operated by Mr. Alden, 

Obedient to the Hertzian waves used 
in the different systems of wireless tele- | 
graphy, this boat weighs its own an- 
chor, blows its whistle, starls its pro- 
peller, turns to starboard or port or 
keeps on a straight course ahead, turns 
on its searchlight, fires a cannon in its 
bow, drops and hoists an anchor, stops, 
backs and goes ahead again, lights sig- 
nals, and discharges a torpedo from its 
tubes. 

Speaking of his great invention, Mr. 
Alden said: “The idea came to me while 
standing on a pier at Coltage Cily dur- 
ing the summer of 1900, and 1 immedi- 
ately went to work to put this idea into 
reality, with what success the public 
can determine.’ 

The inventor was born in Boston on 
Sept. 14, 1864. Since finishing school he 
has lived the life of an art student, trav- 
eller, and student of science. He he- 
came a resident of New York city, which 
for years he made his headquarters.

THE SAN JOSE SCALE,

HITS COMPANY DRUGGISTS, 

Mr. Downey moved the second read- 
ing of his bill to amend the Pharmacy 
Act, Its intent, he explained, was to pul 
companies engaged in the drug business 
onthe same basis as private individuals. 
It proposed that every partner in a com- 
pany should be compelled to qualify as 
a druggist before the business would be 
allowed to go on. Mr. Downey pointed: 
out that o large part of the business of 4 
departmental store pharmacy was the 
dispensing of poisons, and he thought 
the responsibilily for mistakes should be 
more clearly placed than at present.
